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WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN 


Official Report of New England Bureau 
For the Week Ending June 2. 


Boston, June 2.—The United States ag- 
ricultural bureau, New England section, 
issues the following weather-crop bul- 
letin for the past week: 

The weather in New England during 
the week ending June 1 has been the 
most favorable for vegetation of any 
this season, It has been a little too cool, 
and light frosts were experienced in 
northern Vermont, but the drought has 
been thoroughly broken. About three- 
fourths inch of rain came in southeast- 
ern Massachusetts, eastern Maine and 
northwestern Vermont, but over all 
southwestern and central New England 
the fall during the week has been from 
two to nearly three inches. At Middle- 
town, Conn., during the shower on the 
28th, three-fourths inch of rain fell in 20 
minutes, but generally the fall was mod- 
erate and soaked into the ground well. 

Grass on old and dry fields had begun 
to head, but newly seeded fields and pas- 
tures are showing a marked improve- 
ment from the rain. Planting is well 
under way, and crops are coming up 
fairly well. Insect pests are reported 
unusually numerous in many places. 


In Congress. 

Washington, May 29.—The Johnson- 
Stokes contested election case, from the 
Seventh South Carolina district, was de- 
buted in the house, but not decided. The 
bond bill was further discussed in the 
senate. The chaplain’s prayer made 
eloquent reference to the St. Louis catas- 
trophe. 

Washington, May 380.—The house bill 
repealing the section as to free alcohol 
in the arts passed the senate without 
amendment. In the house Mr. Boutelle 
presented the conference report on the 
naval bill. The report was agreed to. 

Washington, June 2.—It was suspen- 
sion day in the house, and a number of 
minor bills were passed under suspen- 
sion of the rules. The Phillips bill for an 
industrial commission was passed. Most 
of the session of the senate was given 
to debate on the bill to prohibit, the is- 
sue of bonds. 

Washington, June 3.—The struggle in 
the senate over the bill to prohibit the 
issue of bonds came to an end, and the 
bill was passed by a vote of 82 to 25. The 
house devoted itself to passing the river 
and harbor bill over the president’s veto, 
and to unseating, by a vote of 162 to 39. 
John J. Walsh, the.Democratic member 
from the Eighth New York district, 
whose place will be filled by John M. 
Mitchell, Republican. 

Washington, June 4.—The senate, by 
a vote of 56 to 5, passed the river and 
harbor bill over the veto of the presi- 
dent. Fifty-six senators voting in favor 
of the bill, and Senators Bate, Chilton, 
Hill, Smith and Vilas against it. The 
conference report on the naval appro- 
priation bill was discussed at length, 
and went over withoutaction. The first 
conference report on the general de- 
ficiency bill was presented in the house. 


Proceedings Formally Instituted. 

Boston, June 3.—The contest over the 
will of the late John Stetson, Jr., « as 
formally instituted in the Suffolk pro- 
bate court yesterday, by John G. 8° >t- 
son’s entering an appearance for John 
Stetson, the father of the deceased, to op- 
pose the allowance of the will, which will 
be offered for probate on Thursday. 
The will gives the whole estate to 
Katherine Stetson, the widow of the de- 
ceased. She and John Stetson, Sr., the 
father, were the only relatives and next 
of kin of the deceased. Mrs. Stetson, 
the widow, having since died, the con- 
test will have a curious aspect, to say 
the least, with the testator’s father on 
one side, and his mother-in-law, who is 
the heir of his wife, on the other. 


Miss Ingersoll an Agnostic. 

New York, June 4.—Miss Maud R. 
Ingersoll, daughter of Robert G. Inger- 
soil, has publicly announced that she 
in an agnostic. She appeared as a wit- 
ness in the police court against a truck 
driver, charged with cruelty to his 
horses. When the young lady was 
asked to take the oath she explained 
that a conventional oath administered 
on the Bible would not be binding on 
her. So the magistrate permitted her 
to make a simple affirmation. 


Keeping Tabs om Us. 

Halifax, June 4.—A new warship has 
just been launched in Great Britain, and 
will be ordered to Halifax to join the 
North American squadron. The inten- 
tion of the admiralty seems to be to re- 
place all the old ships qn this station 
with new cruisers. The fleet will be 
strengthened in guns, and probably in 
number of ships. The North Atlantic 
squadron of British ships will be 
strengthened in these waters propor- 
tionately with Uncle Sam’s. 


Cotton Mills Shut Down. 

Salem, Mass., June 2.—About 400 spin- 
ners and weavers were thrown out of 
employment here yesterday by the sus- 
pension of operations at Naumkeag 
mill No. 6. This mill shut down for an 
indefinite period, owing, it is claimed, 
to over-production. The other depart- 
ments of the Naumkeag company will 
run on two-third time for a while. 


Hard on Newfoundland Fishermen. 

St. John’s, N. F., June 4.—Owing to 
the demands made by the French gov- 
ernment, the imperial ministry has in- 
structed Governor Murray to issue a 
proclamation forbidding the use of cod 
traps for fishing purposes along the 
French treaty coast of Newfoundland. 
The penalty for setting a trap is $400 or 
six months’ imprisonment. _

A BLOW TO SPAIN. 


Another Big Expedition Landed 
on Cuba’s Shores 


Under the Able Cuidance ef Colonel 
Portuondo -May Be the Means of Se- 
curing Fur Cuba Her Freedon. 


Washington, June 4—Gonzalo de 
Quesado, charge d’affaires of the Cuban 
republic, received telegraphic advices 
yesterday afternoon of the safe landing 
of the expedition sent out under Colonel 
Raffael Portuondo, with a large cargo 
of arms and ammunition. 

This news, the friends of Cuba say. is 
of vast importance to the Cuban cause. 
It means, they assert, the prolongation 
of the war for a year, at least. To Spain 
it is a heavy blow. 

The cargo alluded to ‘*ontained 12- 
pounders, with a large supply of ammu- 
nition, and over 1,000,000 cartridges, Be- 
fides these munitions, there was a large 
supply of dynamite. Fully 100 men were 
in the party, and are now safe in the 
camp of the Cuban army. Colonel 
Yortuondo is well known in Washing- 
ton. He is the Cuban secretary of for- 
eign relations, and a man of splendid 
nerve and great military skill. Also 
with the expedition was Dr. Carlos Poey 
of Washington, who went as surgeon, 
and two very well-known men of Balti- 
tuore, graduates of Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity. 

The two vessels on which Colonel 
Portuondo took his guns and ammuni- 
tion were the Three Friends and the 
Laurada, and the vigilance of the Span- 
ish gunboats and their detectives in this 
country was completely foiled, Besides 
the artillery, cartridges and dynamite, 
the expedition carried a large quantity 
of medicine and hospital stores, and 
thousands of rifles. The expedition is 
said to have left Jacksonville a week ago 
last Monday. 

Colonel Portuondo came to this coun- 
try some months ago, speciclly to pro- 
cure the material that was most needed? 

The 
Cubans are now prepared to lay their 
own telegraph lines over the territory 
they control, and they have sent down 
instruments with which they can tap the 
Spanish wires, 

The official list of the carge of the 
Three Friends shows that the steamer 
carried 800 Remington rifles, 43 caliber;

60 Mauser rifies, such as are used by the 
Spaniards; 31 revolvers, 44 caliber; one 
2-pounder Hotchkiss gun and one 12- 
pounder Hotchkiss gun. Both of these 
were mounted on board the Three 
Friends, and one was used against the 
Spanish cruiser, which gave chase tc 
her. 

There were also on board 500 ball shells 
and 500 explosive shells; 400,000 43-caliber 
cartridges. to fit the Mausers captured 
from the Spanish troops; 100,000 cart- 
ridges, 44-caliber; 25,000 Remington cart- 
ridges, 4000 pounds of dynamite, 3000 feet 
of fuse, 1000 fulminates for explosives, 
two electrical machines to fire mines 
and torpedoes, 8000 yards of wire for field 
telegraph lines, 500 feet rubber tape, for 
telegraph wire shears; 800,000 steel rifle 
shells of 43-caliber, and 200,000 shells of 
44-caliber, 1000 caps for electric shells, 

one complete system of telephones, with 
wire and batteries and all appurtenances 
for field work; 5000 rubber coats, 500 com- 
plete mounts for cavalry, 200 shovels 
and 200 picks, for fort building; 200 
uniforms, 20 cases of medicine, bandages. 
surgical instruments and sanitary corps’ 
material, 20 silk balloons, for signalling; 
200 rockets, a flash light outfit and a 
naphtha launch.

The memorial tablet in the upper hall 
had been very tastefully decorated, Rev. 
Selah Merrill, Post Chaplain, offered 
prayer and the veterans returned to the 
street and, again formiug in line, marched 
to the Town Hall where the principal ex- 
ercises took place. 

A large audience had gathered there, 
many drawn, no doubt, to listen to the 
Hon. Wallace Bruce. The Andover Band 
‘played a selection, after which a choir of 
children from the public schools sang. 
Chaplain Merrill offered prayer and the 
children rendered another selection in a 
most pleasing manner, 

With a few introductory remarks Com- 
mander J. M. Bean of Post 99 presented 
Hon. Wallace Bruce as the orator of the 
day. Mr. Bruce had already the previous 
evening introduced himself to an Andov- 
er audience and the citizens knew what 
was in store for them. It would seem to 
many that after all these years nothing 
but arepetition of former events could 
be given. But Mr. Brace handled his 
subject in a totally different manner and 
gave the finest Memorial Day oration 
to which the citizens of Andover have 
listened for many years. The hour. that 
he occupied seemed altogether too short 
and the audience could have listened 
longer to the great orator’s words. Mr. 
Bruce brightened up his oration by many 
little bits of poetry at which heis no 
novice. At the conclusion of his address 
he was applauded most heartily. 

The line was again formed in the foul- 
lowing order:

The band 
played several selections. Delegates vis- 
ited the Episcopal, Catholic and Spring 
Grove cemeteries and there placed tokens 
on the graves of the dead. 

The company then marched along Cen- 
tral Street to the G.A.R. Hall where the 
line was broken. The Band and Post 
took barges from that place to the West 
Parish, where the usual exercises were 
performed, .the band decorating the 
grave of one of their past members, as 
has been their custom.

Last Friday evening Hon. Wallace 
Bruce delivered a lecture in the chapel 
of Phillips Academy to a large and ap- 
preciative audience. Mr. Bruce took as 
his subject “Wit and Humor’ and 
handled it ina masterly manner. 

Dr. Bancroft introduced the lecturer, 
speaking briefly of his literary career and 
his appointment as consul to Edinburgh, 
Scotland. Mr. Bruce took the platform 
and held the auaience spell bound for an 
hour and aquarter.

Mr. Bruce is a pleasant speaker pos 
sessing an easy and graceful appearance 
upon the stage, and having the inborn 
fire and enthusiasm of a true: orator. It 
is needless to say that-when Mr. Bruce 
comes again to Andover, he will receive a 
hearty welcome,

DAY OBSERVANCE.| TO THE BRAVE WHO FELL | 


Soldiers’ Monument Dedicated with impres- 
sive Ceremonies, 


A more fitting time or more appropri 
ate place could not have been chosen by 
the Women’s Relief Corps for the unveil 
ing and dedication of the soldiers’ monu- 
meat. That day of all days to the battle- 
scarred veteran — Memorial Day — and 
that place —God’s acre— where the quiet 
rest of the surroundings and tender mem” 
ories made the exercises of more than 
passing moment. Under the blue vault 
of heaven, the brightness of the touch of 
summer in woods around, yet partially 

immed by a sense of sulemn awe, seemed 
te impress all with the complete sacred- 
ness of the event. 

Juston the summit of a rising knoll 
near the South-east corner of Spring 
Grove Cemetery, the soldiers’ lot has 
been laid out and carefully tended. In 
the centre of the lot, enshrouded in the 
red, white and blue, stood the monument 
which the members of the Relief Corps 
have striven hard to obtain. It is nota 
stupendous statue, but a simple, beauti- 
ful monument of blue and red granite, 
yet with its simplicity and beauty there 
stands before the world Andovei’s trib- 
ute to her patriotic dead, who fell in de- 
fense of the Union and the liberty, free- 
dom and equality of the bondmen of the 
South. 

The base of the monument is of ham- 
mered blue granite. This is surmounted 
by another of polished red granite. The 
shaft is also polished red granite and a 
huge ball of the same stone makes a 
splendid head-piece to the monument. 
On one panel on the shaft are inscribed 
the words: ERE¢TED TO THE MEMORY OF 
OUR PATRIOTIC DEAD BY GEN. W. F. 
BARTLETT RELIEF Corps, No. 127. On 
the panel facing the North are these 
names: Andrew J. Hatch, William Hun- 
ter, Michael Mahoney, Asa M. Scarlett, 
Charles Randall, and Leonard Wardwell, 
the veterans who lie buried in the sol- 
diers’ lot. 

The exercises opened shortly after two 
o’clock, with a selection ‘Peacefully 
Slumber the Brave,” finely rendered by 
the Burns Club Quartette. Then Mrs. 
Walter Coleman, president of the Relief 
Corps, in words fitting for the occasion, 
gave the monument over to the veterans 
of Post 99 for safe keeping. As Mrs. 
Coleman finished, two little boys and 
girls unfolded the bunting which envel- 
oped the monument, and unveiled it to 
the gaze of the spectators. Commander 
J. M. Bean, in behalf of his comrades, 
accepted the gift. Rev F. W. Klein of- 
fered prayer and the Andover Biass Band 
rendered. Keller's ‘‘American Hymn.” 
Rev. Selah Merrill D.D., Chaplain of the 
Post, introduced Prof. Charles H. Forbes 
of Phillips Academy, as a citizen of And- 
over who would speak for the younger 
generation. 

Prof. Forbes said ‘“‘we ought to 
remember what this beautiful monument 
means to us as a@ younger generation. 
From it we hear the clank of chains in 
the sunny south where our colored 
brother was in bondage ; we hear sounds 
of despair; we hear the sound of the 
guns against Fort Sumter. We feel the 
shock of battle at Antietam and Gettys- 
burg. Monuments are there, but of a 
less pleasing nature—monuments in the 
shape of mounds, of the brave men who 
died that the sound of libe ht go 
out through the land ‘and that: the flag 
might scatter the spray of. the Atiantic 
1o the Pacific without a rival. With 
bowed heads we enter the green church- 
yard to-day and we erect unto these men 
an everlasting token to the energy ex- 
pended that unity might stand. The 
younger generation grows with me in the 
spirit of respect. and reverence and prays 
t at the blessing of heaven may rest upon 
us. 

Prof. Ryder followed with touching 
reminiscences of the days of 61-65, spoke 
of the many brave boys who went forth 
from his native village in the west, all of 
which brought back to the veterans of 
Post 99 the memory of young fellows who 
fought side by side with them in the 


great struggle for unity. ‘*‘We :emember 
them with love and pathos. We are get- 
ting old and soon will pass away. Thirty 
years, perhaps, and we shall be gone, but 
the young men will read on the tablets, 
and glorify the men who fell that they 
might enjoy the benefits. Their memo- 
ries will ever be green. The great dan- 
gers and hardships which they endured 
will make them always cherished.” 

A word from Hon. Wallace Bruce was 
most fitting and the great orator said he 
felt proud that he shuuld be permitted 
to take part in these dedicatory exercises 
“Here in this quiet place, under the blue 
dome of heaven, we must-.all feel that 
this indeed is a sacred duty which we 
are performing I remember well a simi- 
lar event, a number of years ago, at 
which it was my sacred gd to be 
present. It was in Edinburgh, the Scot- 
tish capital, and there the Scottish people 
were dedicating a statue of the Martyred 
President Lincoln to the memory of the 
Scottish American soldiers who fell in 
the war. There was the martyred Lin- 
coln, holding in his outstretched hand 
the proclamation which would set the 
bondsmen free. At, his feet knelt the 
slave looking at Lincoln as though he 
would seize the treasured document. 
And from the skies there fell great drops 
of moisture as if in pity with the appeal. 
Everywhere, to-day, there is a greater 
awakening in Germany, Britain, France, 
Russia and Scotland to a broader sense 
of liberty. And here before us we have 
a token erected to those who died that 
the slave might enjoy freedom to its full- 
est measure. May it be a lesson to all 
who gaze upon it, to our children’s chil- 
dren, aye down to the tenth generation.” 

The band then struck up the nati na) 
hymn “America,” the audience singing 
the stanzas. The ceremonies, which were 
of a most impressive character through- 
out, were brought to a close by Chaplain 
Merrill pronouncing the benediction. 

The Relief Corps contemplate the addi- 
tion of a bronze.eagle to the monument 
as soon as funds are forth coming.

The house which was burned on same 
site as the present house where Mrs, S. 
W. Blunt now lives has its place in his- 
tory. It may not be known to all that 
this is the house where the Rev. Dr. S. F. 


Smith, then in the Seminary, wrote | 1° 


“ America”, All honor to the sacred 
spot. These pleasant memories help to 
relieve life’s toilsome journey. 

This house I remember. was ance 0c- 
cupied by Mrs. Hitchens, and upon the 
grounds were some splendid peach trees. 
The mouths of the school boys were 
wont to water as they passed and re- 
passed the luscious fruit, on their way to 
school. Iam going to relate a bit of his- 
tory, and if not quite so old as_ the first 
mentioned, it is equally true. I must con- 
fess that there was more ‘ Young Amer- 
ica” in it. 

Passing bye the house one day on my 
way home from school, and glancing at 
a few peaches just inside the fence, that 
had recently fallen from one of the“ Rare 
ripe” trees, methinks: there--can—be no 
harm in just taking one peach, Who 
will miss one peach among so many, and 
suiting the action to the word, my little 
“form” was under the fence ina jiffy; 
but boy like, I was not satisfied with the 
much coveted morsel I had seen from the 
streetside. Several others revealed them- 
selves a little farther into the yard, and 
here is where I made the fatal mistake, 
I had gone too far and was not able to 
make my escape, as I was intercepted by 
the “good lady” of the house, who had 
been watching me, and before I could 
beat a retreat, she had me by the * coat 
collar ”, and in the twinkling of an eye, I 
could be seen marching into the house 
with measnred tread like a prisoner who 
was about to be shot.

All my sadness 
gave way to mirth and jollity, and all the 
way to the store my inward nature rev- 
elled in the thought I’m free, I’m free 
once more. She gave me a dime to pay 
for the cheese, and when I returned, as a 
reward for so faithfully performing the 
errand, she filled my pockets with peach- 
es, and I returned home a happier and 
wiser boy.

THE DAY DEAREST TO CHILDREN AND 
FLOWERS. 


Facts Concerning a Beautifal and Popular 
Custom—How It Originated and Where 
It Is Most Generally Observed—“Chil- 
dren’s Day” In Many Localities. 


than a century anda 
,) half. It had its or- 
igin in Europe. The 
Moravians in Ger- 
many were the most prominent observers 
of this pretty festival, in which children 
and flowers play their important parts. 

In Switzerland Children’s day has 
gained the poetical sobriquet ‘‘Der 
Weisse Sontag,’’ or White Sunday. This 
day has long been commemorated, not- 
ably by the Catholic church, throughout 
Switzerland. The Sunday schools of Lu- 
cerne, Bern, Zurich, Geneva, Neuf- 
chate], Grisons and other cantons of 
Switzerland all observe it on the same 
date and with similar exercises. The 
time set apart for this celebration is al- 
ways the first Sunday after Easter, or 
the Sunday known in the church calen- 
dar as Low Sunday. 

On White Sunday from far and nea 
the Swiss children are gathered, each 
detachment finally falling into the 
grand procession at some given point 
not far removed from the church. Two 
by two the little girls walk, clad in 
pure white, with crowns of flowers on 
their heads and bouquets in their hands. 

When nature’s blossoms are not suf- 
ficiently plentiful, artificial ones take 
their place, many of the little peasants 
making their own wreaths or bouquets 
out of paper or other material. 

Following the girls come the boys, 
marching two abreast, decorated with 
badges and carrying flowers in their 
hands, This happy procession, having 
marched through some of the principal 
streets, on arriving at the church pro- 
ceeds up the aisles, and as they pass the 
altar the children Jay their offering of 
flowers upon it. ‘ 

Perhaps no city in the United States 
pays so much attention to Children’s 
day as Brooklyn, and with the dainty 
dresses, bright ribbons and new spring 
hats of thechildren, and the profnsion 
of flowers, hoarded and cared for espe- 
cially for that day, the streets are a veri- 
table garden. On the tree bordered av- 
enues the children march in procession, 
headed by their Sunday school teachers 
and parents, all flocking to Prospect 
park, or some other green spot, to spend 
the time in youthful pleasures and 
amusements. And even though mud and 
spring showers abound they still havea 
glorious time. The butcher and baker 
and candlestick maker all deliver their 
goods at an early hour on Children’s 
day, sothat they may give up the streets 
to the ‘‘May walk,’’ as it is called. ; 

No one knows exactly when the day 
began there, but this May festival of 
the Sunday schools can be traced back 
about 40 years, and the custom goes on 
with increasing splendor, as many as 
80,000 children turning out in the vari- 
ous columns of the great procession. It 
is not a Sunday school affair exclusively, 
certainly not a staid or prim Sabbath 
affair, still less a common school exer- 
cise, but emphatically a children’s day. 
Most business places are closed, with 
flowers in the windows or flags on the 
roof or green wreaths twined about the 
doors. One can decorate as he or she 
pleases, put out the flag or banner of 
any vation or society. It is a day of so- 
cial freedom. 

The children are formed in divisions, 
as many as ten or a dozen, and in these 
each Sunday school is a company, so to 
speak. Sometimes they move on many 
streets at once, sometimes in parallel 
lines in different directions on the same 
broad street, and this makes a most love- 
ly kaleidoscope, each child’s hands be- 
ing full of flowers and many with 
wreaths around their necks or banners 
festooned with flowers. Sometimes each 
school marches to the church of some 
other school, where cake and fruits are 
served. 

In some parts of the country the latter 
part of May or very early June is nearly 

always selected for Sunday school gath- 
erings, for August is generally too hot 
and often too dry. Of course the condi- 
tions, especially those giving a sort of 
respite in farm and garden work, are 
common to a large area; equally, of 
course, al] the Sunday schools of that 
area select dates near together, and so 
we can easily see how the tcndency is to 
settle on one common day. It now ap- 
pears probable that the first Sunday in 
June will soon be the day observed by 
all the churches. ; 

In England the bishop of each diocese 
fixes a day in the early part of the sum- 
mer, and if it does not rain and there is 
no great fog or strong east wind or chill- 
ing mist, or anything else peculiarly 
English, the occasion is one of great joy. 

The Methodist church was an early 
promoter of Children’s day. Preyjous to 

1866 this denomination appointed a 
committee of six men to investigate and 
report upon the various institutions ex- 
isting in the church. The committee 
‘was so much impressed by the absence 
of any special day set apart for the chil- 
dren that they devised a plan for the 
adoption of a Sunday in June to be ob- 
served every year in all their churches 


with a service for the young ‘people of 
the congregation. The plan was warmly 
indorsed by the church and was formal- 
ly adopted as « regular institution at the 
centenary of 1866. The collection taken 
up on Children’s day that year in the 
Methodist churches amounted to $60,- 
000, which proved conclisively that a 
responsive chord had been struck in the 
hearts of the young people when they 
recognized them as coworkers and gave 
them one day out of the year for their 
own. 

The Universalist denomination is also 
one of the pioneers in the observance of 
Children’s day. At a general conven- 
tion in September, 1867,-a special act 
provided for the observance of a chil- 
dren'sfestival. Thirty-six churches cele- 
brated the day previous to that year. In 
1869 the number had increased to 58, 
and in 1872 there were 150 churches ob- 
serving the day. This denomination 
claims that their celebration of the day 
really dates back to 1859, when it was 
first inaugurated as a regular festival. 

A well known clergyman, who has a 
wide knowledge in matters of this kind, 
states that the Free Will Baptists began 
the observance of . children’s Sunday 
in 1866. 

The Congregationalists have for some 
years past celebrated a Sunday in June 
with attractive ceremonies for the young 
people. The Presbyterians also in 1886 
became interested in the matter, and va- 
rious other denominations since then 
have followed the example. 

An old journalist recalls as one of his 
happiest memories a Children’s day in 
1860 in the country. ‘Early in the 
balmy morning,’’ he says, ‘‘the wagons 
rolled in loaded with happy children, 
parents and friends, and as they march- 
ed, delegation after delegation, into the 
sbady grove, the air resounded with 
choral song and laughter and childish 
prattle. Then came the ‘welcoming 
speech,’ the ‘response,’ most judiciously 
brief, and then it was ‘go as you please.’ 


‘There were rustic swings and childish 


games for the little ones, quiet walks 
and flirtations for us ‘big ones,’ groups 
of staid married people here and there, 
volunteer choirs to test. the musical ca- 
pacity of rival towns and everywhere 
bushels on bushels of huckleberries, ‘for 
it was Jate in the season and in a berry 
country. They were piled on long tables, 
heaped on papers spread on the grass, 
served out in buckets and baskets and 
grocers’ scoops—I thought I should nev-

er want to see a huckleberry again. 
From noon till 2 p. m. the common ta- 
ble was spread with the general contri- 
bution of provisions, and then some 
more ‘formal exercises’—short speech- 
en. ” 

June, the month when roses bloom; 
is most appropriate for the observance, 
when flowers may be lavishly employed 
in the decoration of the churches, appro- 
priate offerings at the altar of him who 
said, ‘‘Suffer little children to come unto 
me, for of such is the kingdom. of heay- 
en. ” 


Tree Notes,

Trees improve the climate by shelter- 
ing the ground so that it is warmer in 
winter and cooler in summer. 

Trees furnish material for a great va- 
riety of things used by man. 

“‘The tree is the father of the rain 
and the mother of the fountain. ”’ 

‘‘The wealth, beauty, fertility and 
healthfulness of the country largely de- 
pend upon the conservation of our for- 
ests and the planting of trees.’’

IN HUB MARKETS. 
Putter Steady, with Fair De- 
mand For Cold Storage. 


Very Little Good Cheese In Sight —Eggs 
Ficmer and Receipts Are Falling Off 
Choice Hay Scarce. 


Boston, June 3.—Quiet and steady is 
the prevailing condition of the butter 
market this week. There is not as much 
life to business, and prices are hardly as 
strong as last week, though no decline 
can be reported. Those who cannot 
clean up at previous current rates put 
their butter into cold storage ratli¥er than 
make concessions. 

In this way prices are kept on a fairly 
steady basis, and as purchasers iu the 
country are paying somewhat above the 
parity rates here, it is probable that 
present prices will be maintained for a 
tew weeks, or until the demand for stor- 
ing drops off. 

Many large buyers, however, are still 
of the opinion that prices are full high 
for a safe investment, and as they sce 
that the conditions all over the coun- 
try are favorable for a heavy make, 
they think that there will. be a chance 
ef securing supplies late in June or July 
at lower prices than at present. For 
this reason’ they are disposed to hold 
off. 

In the meantime it is evident that 
hothing should be done to check con- 
sumption. The more butter that can 
be put into channels of distribution, 
the better it will be for all concerned.

cline in cheese, and as soon as supplies 
come to hand here prices will probably 
be lower. At present there is very little 
good cheese here, and small sales rule 
at 7° to 8 cents. The old stock is nearly 
all cleaned out. 

At Little Falls, N. Y., 3400 boxes cheese 
were sold, including 800 boxes for export, 
at 6 to 6% cents, and balance for home 
trade at 6% to 6% cents. Market dull. 

At Utica, N. Y., 6900 boxes were sold. 
The ruling price on large colored was 6% 
cents, on large white 5% cents, and small 
sizes 6% cents. 

Eggs are firmer, and fresh western 
sold readily at 11% to 12 cents, and a few 
special marks at 12% cents. The ruling 
price for best western was 12 cents. 
Fresh eastern sold at 12% to 13 cents, 
but few arriving. Cold storage stock 
75,779 cases, against 54,769 cases same 
time last year. Receipts are falling off. 

Beans continue slow of sale on basis 
of $1.10 to $1,12% a bushel for choice mar- 
row pea and mediums. 

Old potatoes are selling at 27 to 30 cents 
a bushel for best, and 25 cents for ordi- 
nary. New potatoes rule at $2.50 to 
$3.50 a barrel. 

Choice old hay continues scarce and 
brings high prices. Ordinary grades 
plentiful.

There were 600 
workmen engaged all night long at the 
Vaganovskoe cemetery digging the 
trenches. 

Numbers of priests and miany military 
chaplains conducted funeral services, 
the friends crowding around the graves. 
The surviving friends and relatives are 
for the most part ignorant and simple- 
minded peasant class, and their grief 
and terror at the sudden calamity are 
expressed in very demonstrative fash- 
fon. The scenes at the cemetery were 
pitiful and terrible in the extreme. 

The clothes of the victims were heaped 
in a huge pile in one corner of the ceme- 
tery, and in this the people rummaged 
all day long seeking the slightest trace 
that would afford a clew to the fate of 
those missing. The bedraggled, torn, 
blood-stained heap of confused tatters, 
thrown all together, afforded little 
material for identification, even if it had 
been systematically sorted out and the 
appearance of the pieces preserved. 
But after being pulled over a few times 
by the crowd there was no semblance to 
the original appearance of the garments 
left.

Memorial Day has come to us again. 
All its sad_ memories and its inspiring 
lessons are.befoie_us. No picture of the 
past — those years of cruel war —can ade- 


the soldiers and their families; 


ciate ‘fully the result of that war in its 
effects upon the character and destiny of 
our nation. It is, doubtless, not too 
much to say that whatits victories did 
for usin the preservation of the Union 
and the destruction of slavery was only a 
part of what it is and shall yet accomplish 
for us and all mankind as well. 

The moral force of secession was anar- 
chy, in its last analysis. Every state, by 
its adoption of the constitution, made 
oath to defend and preserve it. To se- 
cede was to repudiate a solemn oath and 
to allow secession was also a failure to 
keep faith with the constitution. There- 
fore the South had no moral right to se- 
cede and the North had no moial right 
to allow the South to secede. 

To allow the opposite would be to cun- 
cede the right to split the nation into an 
indefinite number of Republics; then fur- 
ther sub-division, until any neighborhood 
could rise and throw off all public auth- 
ority; and even individuals could secede 
from the restraints of law, declare their 
rights of self government and thus make 
order and morals impossible — that would 
be anarchy. There is in the victory of 
that war the upholding of the Divine 
purpose. 

Christianity crossed the Mediterranean 
and planted its banners at Rome, But 
Rome jargonized it. It ‘took another 
bound and landed in France, Spain and 
Germany. Corruption and misgovern- 
ment drove it over the North Sea to Eng- 
lish soil. There it was cramped and 
hampered. Then it came to the new 
world, and for the first time in history, 
God had a nation founded on the divine 
law of ‘‘Brotherhood.” To destroy the 
pation would mean the defeat of God's 
plan to have a nation which was founded 
on His own great law. ‘To maintain the 
Unien and abolish slavery meant the ad 
vancement of His purpose. 

These*two principles make our war 
momentous and the memory of it impor- 
tant. Let us, therefore, recall the story 
to our youth so that their hearts may feel 
the inspiration of it and generate a pure 
and ardent patriotism for the defense of 
our nation always, and the advancement 
of her interests, even by sacrifice. Ip the 
future, let us have much hope; for this 
day, let us have great reverence; for the 
soldiers, let us have one sentiment, 
aoe for the living and tears for the
